Marshall told the council of ministers bluntli" that the 
United States would insist upon a German governmental 
structure which would provide "effective guarantees for 
J the safeguarding of fundamental freedoms in all parts of

The story of BIr Anthony Joseph Henry 
Doughty Doughty-TIchborne la worth repent- 
ing Tor any who happened to mlw It. They 
might even rind In it, without straining too 
hard artcr symbolism, a slgnlflcnnce broader 
than the Immediate ai^ecdote. 

It seems that Sir Anthony, a loynl Hubject 
ol his Britannic majesty and a product, 
this enlightened, atomic 20th century, t 
peared recently before the British food mln^ 
. istty with an odd request. He needed a large 
. allocation of flour in order to overt an I 
■ year-old curse. 

The curse was pronounced by one of 
ancestors, a certain Lady Tlchbome, from 
her deathbed back In 1160. She directed 
miserly husband, her children, and their 
heirs forever to give each year on Annuncia- 
tion day (March 25) a gallon of flour to every 
adult In their vlllnge of Alrcsford, Hamp- 
shire, and a half gallon to every child. 

If they failed to do this, said Lady Tlch- 
bome, a lot of dire things would happen. 
Their house would fall down. There would' 
be a generation of seven sons and alter that 
a generation of ievcn daughters. Then the 
name of Tlchbomo would die. 

Well, according to a later legend, all this 
came to pass. In noo the Tlchbome family 
was In France and the gift was not made. 
The house was pulled down In their absence. 
The generations came along as prophesied. 
The name disappeared, to be restored after 
generation by royal decree. 

Came 1047, and Sir Anthony had no flour 
to spare. Neither did the food ministry. Sir 
Anthony's request amountetj to 14.000 bread 
units by today's rationed reckoning. But 
after due consideration, Sir Anthony got the 
flour. 

Maybe the food ministry's members be- 
lieved In the Tlchbome curse. But even I: 
they didn't, we can Imagine some considera- 
tions that might have moved them to allocate 
a portion of tlieir meager food supply 
that a superatltloua old custom might 
maintained. 

Sir Anthony's veneration of an ancient 
pledge is typical of the British national 
spirit. The Brlton'a-^cvotloh to old prac- 
tices and customs sometimes seems ridiculous 
to practlcal-mlnded Americans. But It la also 
an essential part of that pride and sense of 
destiny conspicuous In the admirable, dur- 
^ able British character. 

Today the United States stands In about 
, the same relation to Great Britain u the 
food ministry did to Sir Anthony. Without 
our assistance Britain stands, to lose much 
of her strength, her pride, and her national 
entity. 

The American people are not Interested In 
preserving the British Empire Intact, even 
If that were possible. But are they Interested 
In Melng this brave and ancient nation, 
cratUe of so many civil liberties and mother 
of so many immortals, retain at least a place 
in the sun? 

ITils question, as well as the momentai? 
acUons of her present leaders, will aiirely be 
weighed by our government In deciding how 
much of Britain's traditional burden we wUl 
assume In future worid affairs.

SOURCE OF RELIGION 
Speaking at this week's regular luncheon 
meeting of tho Rotary club, the Rev. Clifford 
Samucbon, New York City, associate secre- 
tary of the department of domestic missions, 
national council of the Episcopal church, 
gave his Jlstcnora a new slant on tho prob- 
lema facing religion. 

Ho drove homo the point that the churches 
In the smaller communltlea are the back- 
bone of religion. He Illustrated this fact by 
explaining that metropolitan cities would 
actually lose ground by themselves— that If 
It weren't for outsiders moving In from the 
smaller communities, the normal birthrate 
would not maintain the population of the 
larger cities. 

In other worda, religion Is "pumped" Into 
tho cities from the rural areas. 

That's why these rural areas are of chief 
mportanee in the future growth of religion 
In this country-a growth which the Rev. 
Mr. Samuelson regretfully admitted, has 
been on tho decline. 

In pioneer days, he recalled, nearly every 
amaU community In the United States was 
strongly religious, a condition which doea not 
. exist today, and which In turn accounts for 
a decline In the moral fiber of the nation 
For these very significant reasons he called 
upon all business men and organizations In 
the amaller communities such as ours to 
support the churches both financially and 
spiritually, to bring about a rebirth of re- 
llgioua life for the benefit of all 

There ara many who havo little interest 
In religion, but very few who can deny that 
religion plays b necessary and very vital 
part In world affairs nevertheless. 

In recogiilUon of that fact, the Rev Mr 
BamaeUon'j remarks are worth considera- 
tion.
